I t P ro v id e s fo r G o v e rn m e n t L o a n s a t a 
C h e a p R a te o f I n te re s t- 
W ashington, May 21st.—Stanford’s bill, 
which was introduced in the Senate yes­ 
terday for loans on land, provides for the 
establishment of a Land Loan Bureau in 
the Treasury Departm ent. The Secretary 
of the Treasury is authorized to prepare 
United States circulating legal tender notes, 
to be placed to the credit of the Laud Loan 
Bureau as needed. 
Any citizen owning 
unincum bered agricultural land may apply 
to the bureau for a loan, to be secured by a 
lien on his land, the loan not to exceed 
one-half of the assessed value of the land. 
No loan shall be made upon land less than 
$500 in value, nor in sum s less than $250, 
nor for a longer tim e than twenty vears! 
The loans bear interest at the rate of two 
per cent, per annum , payable annually, 
and may be paid at any tim e in sums of 
not less than 25 per cent, of the whole 
am ount. The Secretary of the Treasury 
shall cancel and retire notes equal to the 
payments made on the loans. In case of a 
default of paym ent of interest or principal, 
the Chief of the Bureau may order a fore­ 
closure in the United States Circuit Court. 


P R O T E C T IN G T H E SEA L S. 


T h e R e v e n u e C u tte r B e a r O rd e re d to 
B e h rin g S ea. 
W ashington, May 21st.—Secretary W in- 
dom to-day signed orders for the revenue 
cutter Bear, directing that she immediately 
sail to Onnalaska, and then cruise in Behr­ 
ing Sea, to guard against the violation ot 
the statutes on the sealing m atter. The in­ 
structions will not differ m aterially from 
those of last year, though m uch more spe­ 
cific efforts will be made to avoid a repeti­ 
tion of last year’s experience with one- 
m an prize crews. 
It is understood, accord­ 
ing to present instructions, that vessels 
caught violating the law will be dism an­ 
tled and deprived of all means of further 
violation. Their logs and all skins will 
also be seized. 
The Secretary of the Xavy to-day ac­ 
cepted the dynam ite cruiser Vesuvius. 


T H E C L A Y T O N IN V E S T IG A T IO N . 


F u r th e r T e stim o n y 
T a k e n B e fo re th e 
H o u se S u b -C o m m itte e . 
W ashington, May 21st.—The sub-com­ 
m ittee of the House Committee investigat­ 
ing the Clayton-Breckenridge case met 
this m orning to take testimony. A young 
m an nam ed Taylor said that on the night 
of the election it was reported at Morrillton 
that Howard Township had gone Demo­ 
cratic and the negroes were going to raise a 
row. Upon invitation of Oliver Bentley 
and W alter W ells, witness, with about a 
dozen other young men, started about dark 
for Plum m ersville. 
It was their intention 
to stop any row the negroes m ight raise. 
They got within a quarter of a mile of the 
polling place, where the m ain party rested, 
while Wood, Bentley and W ells rode into 
town to exam ine the situation. 
It was 
found that all was quiet, and the party 
turned back to Morrilltown. 
W itness said O. P. Bentley and W . P. 
W ells had the ballot-box. They carried it 
into W ells' store. 
Here George Bentley 
was shot in the back by Sliker, who was 
arrested. It was an accident. It had been 
stated that George intended to turn Stale’s 
evidence. 
W itness said he lived in Oregon since 
leaving Arkansas, and later in Indian Ter­ 
ritory. H e was confident W ells and Oliver 
Bentley bad the ballot-box. 
W itness said 
he had been arrested at Pine Bluff for in­ 
tim idation of a Supervisor, but he had not 
been at Pine Blnff on election day.

^.Chairman Lefens, in his address, said he 
was glad to be able to state that trade and 
the interests of the brewers was in a more 
hopeful state than a year ago. H e referred 
to the result of the prohibition election in 
Pennsylvania, and added that by nom eans, 
however, has the tim e come when we can 
relax our vieilance, for w hat our opponents 
have lost in influence with the people d i­ 
rect, as shown by all recent elections where 
prohibitory laws were submitted to the peo­ 
ple, they are trying to regain in W ashing­ 
ton by the introduction of bills intended to 
accomplish, through national channels, 
what the people of the States refused to in­ 
dorse. In closing, Mr. Lefens called atten­ 
tion to the subject of representation of tbe 
brewing trade at the W orld’s Fair in 189.1. 
The report of the Board of Trustees was 
a very lengthy’one, and deals with the 
legislation pending before Congress affect­ 
ing the interests of the brewers. 
On this 
point it says there never was a time in the 
whole history of the association when so 
many attem pts had been made to injure 
the brewing industry by means which do 
not require the sanction of the people and 
which would not obtain if they could be 
subm itted to a vote. 
The report speaks of the bill for the ap­ 
pointm ent of a Commission for the inves­ 
tigation of the liquor traffic, and the efforts 
of the brewers’ committee to have

W ashington, May 21st.—Iu the Senate this 
m orning ihe resignation of Sergeant at-Arais 
Canada was received and laid ou the table. 
The silver bill was taken up and Stew art pro­ 
ceeded to address the Senate. 
He argued that 
the dem onetization of silver had depressed the 
prices of com m odities from 30 to 40 per cent, 
and rem onetization would produce good tim es 
again. The object of the Eilver m en was to 
furnish more money, to stop contraction, to re­ 
lieve the debtor am i producer and preserve to 
the people th eir rights of property and liberty. 
The Republican party had incorporated in its 
national platform a declaration in favor of both 
gold and silver, and condem ning the policy of 
the Dem ocratic adm inistration in its efforts to 
dem onetizj silver. The bill recom m ended by 
tbe Secretary of the Treasury and supported by 
Senators Sherm an and Dolph was a cunning 
device to stop the present coinage of two m ill­ 
ions a m outh iu silver under the Bland bill. 
In conclusion, h e said there was no m iddle 
ground in the contest between usury and just­ 
ice. 
Dem onetization of silver was a crim e 
against civilization, and nothing but a full 
restoration of th a t m etal to the place w hich it 
occupied before the crim e was com m itted could 
redress the wrong or redeem the pledge of the 
Republican party. 
Eustls asked Stewart w hether his interpreta­ 
tion of the silver plank in the Republican p lat­ 
form (that it m eant free coinage of silver) was 
the recognized interpretation ot the party. 
Stew art replied th a t it could have no other 
interpretation, and added th at h e him self had 
draw n that plank. 
Farw el!—” 1 was a m em ber ol the Com m ittee 
on Resolutions at th e last National R epublican 
Convention, and I desire to express mv dissent 
to the opinion given by the Senator from Ne­ 
vada. No such interpretation was considered 
by th at com m ittee. 
Stew art—"W hat does it m ean ?” 
Farw ell—“ T hat the party was in favor of sil­ 
ver m oney at the m arket price of silver. 
I 
drew the resolution, as the Senator well knows, 
and it was perfectly honest and fair. 
It m eant 
th a t the G overnm ent should buy silver and coin 
it at the rate at w hich it should cost the Gov­ 
ernm ent ” 
Stewart—“ T hat is a m ere quibble.” 
Wilson of Iow a gave notice of an am endm ent 
providing for Treasury notes to be i:sued for 
silver, p'hich shall be a legal tender for all 
private debts w ithin the United States. 
Farw ell also gave notice of an am endm ent 
providing for certificates to be recei rabie for 
customs, taxes and public debts, and to be a 
legal tender for all public and private debts. 
The silver bill was then laid aside aud the 
bill in relation to liquor im ported into prohibi­ 
tory States again taken up. 
Evarts argued in support of it, and iu answer 
to the constitutional objections argued against 
it asserted th at th e police regulations of a State 
could not be bom barded from the outside under 
cover of th e exclusive power of Congress over 
commerce. 
Hiscock opposed the bill. 
The bill was laid aside w ithout action. 
After an executive session the Senate ad ­ 
journed. 
in th e house. 
Washington, May 21st.—The sceDe in the 
House this m orning was contusing if not ex­ 
citing. The ooject of the m em bers on both 
sides seem ed to be to outvie each other in 
creating a noise, rather th an give any intelli­ 
gent consideration to the tariff bill. It was im ­ 
possible to understand w hat was being said, 
ajiplause and laughter and cries of " lo u d e r" 
drow ning the voices of the speakers. 
No respect was given to the rules. 
No atten­ 
tion was paid to recognition of the C hairm an, 
and uproar was the order ot the hour. 
W hen the House first m et it w ent into Com­ 
m ittee of tire Whole on the tariff. 
B aker of New York offered an am endm ent 
providing th at all articles im ported into the 
United States, w hether em braced in the free 
list or otherw ise, shall pay no less rate of duty 
th an imposed by tb e country of export on like 
articles im jiorted into the United States. 
B utterw orth opposed the am endm ent, and 
said he regretted there Is no opportunity to 
ascertain a concensus opinion on his own side 
ot the House touching this bill. (Dem ocratic 
applause.] The Committee ot the Whole has 
proceeded aloug the lines of the bill for a num- 
oer of days. Then a gentlem an iu the Com­ 
m ittee on Ways and Means had taken the floor 
and held it w ith am endm ents until L carlvthe 
last hour. 
He regretted th at there had' not 
been a conlerence w hich would enable m em ­ 
bers to prune the bill. 
Brewer of M ichigan said the tim e for debate 
has been frittered away by the other side. He 
was iu favor of the bill because he was carrying 
out the pledges m ade to the Am erican people. 
I Applause.] 
At noon the com m ittee rose and repotted the 
blli to the House. 
McKinley dem anded the previous question 
on the bill and am endm ents. 
The Dem ocrats 
dem anded the yeas and nays aud the previous 
question was ordered.—yeas 161, navs 143. 
Tbe am endm ents were theu read iu detail. 
The first am endm ent on w hich a separate vote 
was dem anded, the one changing the phrase­ 
ology of the tin-plate clause, was adopted by a 
narrow m argin—yeas 150. nays 149, 
The next vote was equally close, but this tim e 
the Dem ocrats were victorious, the am endm ent 
fixing the duty on ju te yarn at thirty-five per 
cent, being defeated—yeas 143, navs 144. 
The duty as fixed by the bill 'is th irty per 
cent. 
The next am endm ent, th at of bringing Rus­ 
sian c a m e ls'h a ir into class three o f the wool 
schedule, was agreed to—yeas 143, nays 138. 
The am endm ent providing that the duty on 
woolen and worsted yarn valued at not more 
than thirty cents per pound shall be two and 
one-half tim es th e duty on unw ashed wool, if 
first-class, and thirtv-live per cent, ad valorem, 
was rejected—yeas 1ST, nays 14S. 
The bill now 
fixes the duty at tw ice the duty on unw ashed 
wool of first-class and thirty-five "per cent ad va­ 
lorem. 
The tariff bill was then passed by a strict 
party vote, w ith the exception ot Colem an of 
Louisiana, who voted w ith the Dem ocrats m the 
negative.

A n E x te n d e d R e p o rt o f th e B o a rd o f 
P u b lic a tio n . 
S a r a to g a . May 21st.—In the Presbyte­ 
rian General Assembly to-day a resolution 
urging Congress to pass the bill now before 
it for investigating the effects of intoxi- 
icating liquors wss adopted. 
A resolution asking Congress to pass an 
am endm ent to the interstate commerce bill 
to enable Stales to prohibit or restrict the 
liquor traffic was referred to a committee. 
The annual report of the foreign missions 
was read. 
Rev. Dr. Burrill delivered a lengthy re­ 
port on foreign missions. Tire total receipts 
of the Board during the year were $794,066 
from churches, $291,791 from Sabbath- 
schools, $36,062 from tbe W om an’s Boards, 
$280,285 Irom legacies and $73,120 from 
miscellaneous sources. There was a de­ 
crease ot $58,749, compared with last year, 
and there is at present a deficit of $60,275. 
An urgent appeal was made to the Assem­ 
bly to study the report and say why the 
great falling off in receipts had occurred. 
The strong Synods have not done as well 
in proportion as the weaker ones. 
Rev. Dr. Ellingood, Secretary, advised a 
system of weekly subscriptions, and sev­ 
eral other spirited addresses were made. 
The recommendations ot the Board were 
adopted. 
W hen consideration of the Publication 
Board m atter came up, Dr. Agnew, of the 
Board, said there had been considerable 
misapprehension on the part of the special 
committee. 
A t the first meeting called 
only three members of the Publication 
Board could be present, and a special com­ 
mittee sat as an inqnisiton and refused to 
give data on 
which they based their 
charges. Simmons had sent circulars all 
over the land asking questions, answers to 
which were to be considered confidential, 
as to the prevailing dissatisfaction with the 
Board. We assured Simmons that we did 
not propose to vote as a joint committee, 
and not to overrule his committee by our 
greater num ber. The special committe has 
misunderstood us, and this has prevented 
confidence. 
In its report are m any mis­ 
representations, doubtless unintentional. 
We never saw it until the meeting of the 
Assembly. 
Regarding the statem ent of the special 
committee, that a responsible firm has of­ 
fered to do the work for a less price than 
the Board does. Dr. Agnew said the Board 
tried all that twelve years ago, when they 
gave the work to the three lowest bidders. 
Since then fifteen responsible Philadelphia 
houses have bid for the work, and in each 
case higher than we are now paying. 
After considerable further discussion, in 
which Dr. H errick Johnson, of Chicago, 
and Dr. Howard Crosby took part, Gra­ 
ham ’s motion of y esterday, for the appoint­ 
m ent of a Commission to investigate the 
m atter, was adopted.

P aris, May 21st.—The details of tbe re­ 
cent victory in Senegal have reached here. 
The hero of the occasion w as Lientenant- 
Colonel Archinard, commander of the ex­ 
peditionary forces in the French Soudan. 
The Colonel captured the sacred city of 
Segou Sikoro, on the upper Niger, one of 
the capitals of King Ahmadon, on April 
G;h, and immediately afterward establ i. ,i 
it as a base of operations, at the same time 
taking advantage of the revolt of natives 
against the King to secure allies. 
Ad­ 
vancing from Segou. he marched toward 
Nioro, the second capital of A lim ador, 
which lies almost directly north of the 
French station of Bafoufaie in Vnper Sene­ 
gal. The King, to cover his capital, in­ 
trenched him self at the village ol' Ouse- 
bougou, midway between Segou and Nioro. 
Here his arm y, num bering 1.500 men, was 
attacked by Colonel Archinard on April 
25th. The Colonel routed the King's forces 
and took possession of the village. 
The light was a bloodv one. and Ahma- 
dou’s arm y was utterly destroyed. 
In the 
rout the King's fore- s were cut to pieces by 
native allies of the French, who showed no 
quarter to the fugitives. The French troops 
included 400 white infantry and marines 
and some hundreds of native allies. The 
allied sharpshooters lost only fifteen killed, 
while the wouuded numbered seventy-two. 
W hen the dispatches left Senegal it was re­ 
ported that Colonel Archinard intended to 
occupy Nioro, and attempt to regain the 
r rench posts in Senegal on the route to 
Kouniakrv.

is manifest in the 
spirit 
matter of organizing a World’s Fair cluh 
for Sacramento county. 
A meeting has 
l>een held and steps taken to secure a large 
working membership for the club. 
It 
should be understood that all these county 
clubs are to be auxiliary to the State or­ 
ganization, whatever it may be, that is 
finally to be given charge of the work of 
properly representing California at the 
lair. 
The scheme of these clubs is in line 
with the excellent policy that attends to 
details and trusts to the greater parts 
taking care of themselves ; or, rather with 
the doctrine that if the small afiairs of 
fcuch undertakings are scrupulously at­ 
tended to the result will lie the more 
effective character of the greater concerns 
o f the scheme. 
W e believe that the fair of 1893 will 
prove to be the most decisive and broadest 
opportunity for California of the whole 
decade. 
We need, therefore, to take time 
by a long forelock in the matter of prepa­ 
ration, and to begin now is not too early. 
\ \ hat we need to do here is to determine 
what Sacramento’s contribution shall be. 
\ \ hen that is settled, and it is by no 
means a small matter to arrive at its set­ 
tlement, the methods of carrying out the 
plans must be agreed upon. 
This second 
phase of the matter will be not less im­ 
portant than the first, aud will be the sub­ 
ject for an infinity of suggestion. 
We 
should hear all who have views to ad- 
vauce, consider all propositions deliber­ 
ately, and when we settle upon the meth­ 
ods adhere to them rigidly that there may­ 
be preserved symmetry and order in car­ 
rying out the measures adopted. 
The 
uext step will be to submit these plans to 
the authority that may be raised up to 
determine if our exhibits and method of 
showing them will be in harmony with 
the scheme adopted for the whole State. 
O f course, it would be better to have a 
symmetrical plan laid out for the State 
exhibit in the first place, but that cannot 
be done with certainty until the Legis­ 
lature assembles and the extent of the 
financial aid the State will give to the 
California exhibition at Chicago is ascer­ 
tained. 


hen the character of our contribution 
is determined aud the method of preparing 
it is agreed upon and approved, there will 
remain the greater work—that of carrying 
.out the scheme. 
For that purpose the 
-usefulness of compact, public-spirited and 
enthusiastic county organization will be 
appreciated. 
Our citizens have taken hold 
o f the matter with commendable spirit, 
anil manifest a disposition to have Sacra­ 
mento take a position in the very front 
rank of California communities at the fair. 
W e have the soil, the mineral products, 
th e agricultural growth, the manufactures, 
the resources in general to make our place 
au envied one in the fair, and our exhibit 
the best advertising feature that the county 
has ever put forward. 
O f course, all this preparation is upon 
ithe assumption that California will be 
represented in tbe fair by- counties. 
It 
would seem that in no other way can so 
much be accomplished. W hile there must 
be a general exhibit, typical of the State 
as a whole, and in which no county or 
either geographical lines will lie drawn, it 
is obvious that to secure the active partic­ 
ipation of all the people of the several 
sections of the State, as well as to illustrate 
our varied climatic and productive condi­ 
tions, the commonwealth must be repre­ 
sented also by the cluster of her counties 
about the State’s general exhibition. 
Our 
climates are so many, our resources so 
varied, and so dependent for character 
tqron location, that a true idea of the 
empire of our wealth, resources and possi­ 
bilities cannot be conveyed except by 
grouping the evidences of the capacity of 
each county. 
W hile it has been proposed 
that all similar products shall be grouped 
irrespective of the locality of the produc­ 
tion, it is not likely that any such scheme 
w ill be adopted and the identity of the 
counties lost, for to do so would be to de­ 
stroy tbe local interest that is now so 
much quickened, and out of which the 
county clubs are springing. 


A FILIBUSTERING SCHEME. 


W ith great circum stantiality and ex­ 
te n d e d detail th ere comes a sensational 
d isp atch from Los Angeles purporting to 
L»e th e expose of a very elaborate and 
jrur.ningly devised schem e to seize the 
p e n in su la of lo w e r California and declare 
it an independency. 
According to the 
le n g th v report, the scheme was planned in 
support of certain landed interests in the 
peninsula controlled by American owners 
an d th eir defense is said to be that the 
M ex ican Government, after granting them 
v alu ab le concessions oppresses them by 
XaxalioD and such numerous hindrances of 


supervisory and restraining character 
that possession of their property amounts ! 
to nothing, because they are deprived of 
the chief element of ownership, enjoy­ 
ment. 


It appears that the conspirators had 
chosen a form of government for the new 
State, elected officers and planned seizure 
of the local authorities, and secured a very 
substantial backing 
of physical 
force, 
Because some details of the conspiracy 
leaked out it is said that the conspirators 
are now 
abandoning 
their provisional 
organization and seeking to cover their 
tracks. 
The story, some three columns in 
length as telegraphed, is very sensational, 
but it is so specific in recital that one is 
unwilling to dismiss it as wholly fiction, 
but probably it is in greatest part ex­ 
aggeration, and is highly 
overcolored. 
The fillibuster schemes to seize the Penin­ 
sula have been many, and similar ones 
will every now and then be concocted by 
adventurous spirits, but the United States 
Government will not take notice 0/ them 
until some open attempt to evade the 
neighboring country with which we are at 
I>eace is made by citizens of the United 
States. 
The 
story, as 
we 
have 
said, may 
have some 
basis 
of truth, 
but that 
any such scheme 
of invasion can be 
carried out, we do not believe. 
If, how­ 
ever, 
Americans 
having 
interests in 
Mexico go into the sister Republic and 
foment rebellion, there might be some 
reason to look for a degree of temporary 
revolutionary success among so peculiar a 
people as the Mexicans who inhabit the 
peninsula. 
But the M exico of to-day is 
not the Mexico of a few years ago. 
It is 
to-day a strong well-officered nation. 
It 
has the ability to crush any such uprising 
as the peninsula filibusters are said to 
hope to bring about, and if they continue 
in plots to dissever the Republic they 
will find that President Diaz is not a man 
who will stop short of the complete sup­ 
pression of any revolutionary scheme they 
may promote. 
Lower California will not 
be torn from Mexico so long, at least, as 
Diaz remains at the head of the Execu­ 
tive Department of the Republic. 
Since the foregoing was put in type, news 
from San Diego is to the effect that the 
whole stoiv was gotten up as a sensation, 
and has no foundation in fact. 
This may 
be, hut the denial should come from a 
difieren I authority, and at least the publi­ 
cation of the story will cause uneasiness in 
Mexico, as did a much less sensatioual 
cause a few weeks ago. 


BLACK SHEEP OF THE PRESS. 


The San Francisco News Letter expresses 
the opinion that the average interview of 
the daily press has come to be but a bad 
edition of the village gossip-monger, in 
which opinion there will be general con­ 
currence. 
There was a time when the 
statements of citizens made on public sub­ 
jects, in response to categorical inquiries 
propounded by self-respecting representa­ 
tives of the decent press, were everywhere 
accepted as verity. 
The system of inter­ 
viewing was, within its original bounds, a 
most useful method of obtaining valuable 
information, and of ascertaining the views 
of citizens, with their full consent, whose 
opinions 
upon 
public questions 
have 
weight in determining public judgment. 
But in late years “interviewing” has been 
so much abused that, as the San Francisco 
paper remarks, it is unreliable and is ac­ 
cepted by the reading public, if at all, 
with extreme doubt of its verity. 
A very common form of the abuse Is for 
the reporter to be sent out under instruc­ 
tions to secure from the assailed party a 
certain line of expression. 
If he is found 
to be averse to concurring in the scheme 
the reporter enters upon an argument 
with his victim, injects the thought he 
wishes to impress upon the reader into his 
questions, and so phases the answers of the 
unhappy citizen that they are made to 
read as approving, or in agreement with 
the statements embodied in the questions. 
This is said to have been the method re­ 
cently adopted with ex-l’resident Cleve­ 
land. 
If, however, the selected party is too 
positive and emphatic a negative, the 
“interviewer’s” resort is to belittle the re­ 
sponses ; that is. to still incorporate the 
poison in the questions, but make the 
answers so weak and flacid that the posi­ 
tion taken by the respondent amounts to a 
confession of defeat. 
It is not an uncom­ 
mon thing for the reporter of the sensa­ 
tional press to supply both question and 
answer; the “interviewed” first learning 
that he lias been interrogated when he 
finds the “report” ¡11 print. 
But perhaps the worst form of the “in­ 
terview,” since downright lies can be 
trusted to expose themselves sooner or 
later, is when the practice is made the 
vehicle of scandal, and the means of 
invading the privacy of the citizen. 
It 
is quite useless for anyone to close the 
door in the face of one of these modern 
I'aul 1’rys ; that very repulse will be con­ 
torted into a tale to gratify mean curiosity 
and feed the taste for scandalous recitals. 
In short, the average “interviewer” of 
the modern sensational press, has neither 
bowels of compassion nor a heart suscept­ 
ible to emotions of pity, while the idea of 
anyone having a right to the privacy of 
his own affairs never enters into his con­ 
sideration of decency. 
As the News iM ter 
well puts it; 
He is a purveyor to scandals about his neigh­ 
bors, the stirring of which panders to prurient 
tastes, but docs nobody any good. He is unre­ 
liable, in that he will manufacture embellish­ 
ments to a story in order to give it a point and 
relish, and then, having got his lies into print, 
thinks it a matter of professional honor to swear 
to them through thick and thin. In divorce, 
homicide and oiner cases, he must get at the 
inuer thoughts that excite angry passions and 
lead to deeds of violence; or. if he fails, as he 
most frequently does, he straightway supplies 
ue wets, and boasts 
theori»» ot his own as the tnie facts, and boasts 
irofessional 
ms that his

perform ances, and seem to obey an im pulse 
w hich affects them sim ultaneously and in 
th e sam e degree, b u t som etim es one bird 
prom pts th e others and takes a p rin cip al 
p art.

men, immediately they caught the sound, 
invited him to follow them, hinting that 
he would probably witness a very curious 
sight. 
Cautiously

through the dense undergrowth, they fi­ 
nally came in sight of a small stony spot of 
ground, at the end of a tiny glade, and on 
this spot, some on the stone and some on 
the shrubs, were assembled a number of 
little birds, about the size of tomtits, with 
lovely blue plumage and red topknots. One 
was perched quite still on a twig, singing 
merrily, while the others were keeping 
time with wings and feet in a kind of 
dance, and all twittering an accompani­ 
ment. 
He watched them for some time, 
and was satisfied that they were having a 
ball and concert and thoroughly enjoying 
themselves. 
They then became alarmed, 
and the performance abruptly terminated, 
the birds all going oft’ in difiérent direc­ 
tions. 
The natives told him that these 
little creatures were known as the “danc­ 
ing birds.”

THE SACRAMENTO BALL CLUB COMES 
UP SMILIHG AGAIN. 


T h e T ro u b le B etw een M anager Z eigler 
a n d th e P ro p rieto r» is Settled, 
an d P e a c e K eigns A gain 


A li is peace again. 
The proprietors of the Sacramento Base­ 
ball Club, Manager Zeigler and the players 
have all interred their little hatchets, and 
are now whiffing the proverbial pipe of 
peace. 
Of course the upheaval was the principal 
topic of conversation on the streets and 
about the hotels yesterday, and while 
everybody had an opinion to express, all 
were unanim ous in the hope that an 
am icable agreement would be reached, 
w hich hope was also freely expressed by 
the players themselves. 
D uring the day, however, Manager Zeig­ 
ler was firm in his determ ination to have 
nothing more to do w ith the club, and ex­ 
pressed it as his intention to leave for the 
East. 
The proprietors were willing to 
meet him half way, but he was not dis­ 
posed to arbitrate with them . 
Last night, however, friends of Mr. En- 
wright and Mr. Zeigler arranged for a 
meeting between the two at Mr. Enw right’a 
office. The manager had by this tim e 
calmed somewhat, and announced him self 
as willing to talk the m atter over, and if 
possible reach an amicable agreem ent. 
The interview lasted about two hours, 
and each party unbosomed him self to the 
other. 
Mr. Zeigler pointed out various oc­ 
casions upon which he had not been treated 
right by the proprietors, and Mr. Enw right 
endeavored to explain that nothing harsh 
was intended—that any and all rebukes or 
reprimands were only m eant for the best 
interests of all concerned. H e assured the 
manager that he had endeavored be fair 
and generous, and promised Zeigler that if 
he desired to rem ain at the head of the 
team he only had to say so. 
Zeigler was afraid,' though, that this 
promise would not be lasting; that the 
proprietors would only wait until the affair 
had blown over and then release him out­ 
right. 
The two then adjourned over to Mr. 
Ginsberg’s 
place of business, where the 
discussion was renewed. 
Zeigler anally proposed that a new con­ 
tract be drawn up between him self and the 
owners, by the ternis of which the manager 
could, at any tim e he should so desire, de­ 
m and and receive his release from the club. 
H e wanted this, he said, as a protection 
against suspension without pay, or, as he 
expressed it himself, against any “funny 
business.’1 
Both Mr. Enw right and Mr. Ginsberg 
objected to this, on the ground that too 
m uch power would then be placed in 
Zeigler's hands ; that he could at his own 
discretion release the whole team, and then 
demand his own release and snap his lin­ 
gers at the helpless proprietors. 
Zeigler, however, assured the magnates 
that he did not want the power of releasing 
the players. H e only wanted a guarantee 
of his own release upon application. 
Enw right and Ginsberg wanted time to 
consider the matter, but the manager in­ 
sisted that it be settled then and there. He 
plainly told the magnates that there were 
a num ber of the players who would not 
appear at to-day's game unless the trouble 
was settled, and he was anxious that they 
should be relieved of all suspense. The 
public, too, he said, wanted to know who 
was goiDg to represent Sacramento to-da ’ 
before they paid their money to see tin 
game. 
' 
The proprietors adm itted the wisdom of 
this, and were willing to settle the m atter 
one way or the other. 
Zeigler said that the only settlem ent that 
could be made with him was by making 
out a new contract embodying the assur­ 
ance that he could get his release upon de­ 
m and. 
Mr. Enw right then suggested that the old 
contract stand as it is, but he was willing 
to give the manager a separate written 
agreem ent setting forth w hat Zeigler de­ 
sired. 
This declaration hit the nail on the head. 
Zeigler said it was satisfactory, and Gins­ 
berg said he would add his signature to the 
document. 
Tne document was then drawn up and 
signed by all parties, and then a general 
exchange of congratulations took place. 
Zeigler promised his employers that he 
would resume his position in 'th e team as 
though nothing had happened, and would 
continue to work faithfully, as he had in 
the past, tor the success of the club. He 
would retain no ill-feelings toward them, 
and only hoped that he would be treated 
in a sim ilar manner, and that there would 
be no occaasions for grum bling or discon­ 
tent in the future. 
Messrs. Enwright and 
Ginsberg expressed sim ilar sentiments, 
and promised that they would do their 
best to promote harm ony. They knew 
that they had a great team, and were 
proud ol them , and consequently discord 
was not to their liking.

About an hour before the Police Court 
convened yesterday morning the father cJ 
young George Elkus, who was struck by 
Manager Zeigler a few evenings ago. came 
down to the station-house and asked the 
City Attorney to have the charge of bat­ 
tery dismissed, as Zeigler had apologized 
for his conduct, and that was all that was 
necessary. 
Accordingly, when the case

A P u b lic-S p irited C itizen R enew s a G ood 
Offer. 
The following communication from a 
well-known citizen explains itself: 
E ds. F.ecord-U nion : I do not believe 
the citizens of Sacramento lack enterprise. 
True the city has not prospered in the last 
few years like some other towns—Stockton 
and Fresno; will speak of them, knowing 
they have been more successful than this 
city in m any respects. I never believed in 
the booming business, and while we have 
done well there is room for im provem ent. 
W hy is it that Stockton has more m anu­ 
factories than Sacramento? W e are on 
the largest river in the State, and have the 
best climate north of San Francisco in the 
valley. It is not because ground could not 
be had for m anufacturing purposes. 
Years ago, when Baker & H am ilton were 
talking about starting their works in some 
other town, I went to see them and told 
the gentlemen they could have all the land 
they required at a low price, on the river 
front, three blocks below the gas-works, 
deep water and railroad on the ground. 
They told me they did not wish to start 
their works here. W ill say now if any 
m an or company wishes to go into any 
business that requires river front or rail­ 
road let them come to me and there will 
be no trouble about getting land for the 
business. Outside of the railroad shops 
there is no manufacturing in this city 
worth speaking o f; while in Stockton 
there are large shops for all kinds of 
farming im plem ents, wagons, buggies and 
windm ills. I find that the contractor for 
the new gas well, at Fifth and R streets, 
had to have his work done in Stockton, 
because it could not be done here as 
cheap as it was done in Stockton. 
The improvements in Fresno City—build­ 
ings and streets—are far in advance of 
those in this city. I hope the citizens of 
Sacramento will some day soon have an 
excursion and see what the Fresno peo­ 
ple have done in a few years. No one 
that goes will ever regret the expense of 
the trip.

AN IMPORTANT DECISION. 


C hinam en C annot F ra c tic e L aw in O n r 
C ourts. 
Following is the full text of the decision 
of tbeSuprem e Court ofCalifornia, filed May 
17th, in the case of H ong Yen Chang, who 
applied for admission to practice law in the 
Courts of this State. The decision is con­ 
curred in by all the Judges who were on 
the bench at the time of the hearing, and 
is as follows: 
In re Hong Yen Chang—Motion made in due 
form for the admission of Hong Yen Chang to 
practice as an attorney and counselor of this 
Court, and his moral character duly vouched 
for. Upon the motion there is exhibited a li­ 
cense admitting him to practice as an attorney 
and counselor at law, in all the Courts of the 
State ot New York, issued by the Supreme 
Court of that State, at a general term held at the 
city of l’oughkeépsie May 17. 18SS; also, a certi- 
cate of naturalization, issued by the Court of 
Common Pleas of the CUy ot New York, Novem­ 
ber 11, 1887. 
Title XXX. of the Revised Statutes of the 
United States provides lor the naturalization of 
aliens. The hrst section of that title (Section 
2165) reads: “An alien may be admitted to be­ 
come a citizen of the United States,” etc., and 
that and subsequent sections provide how and 
the conditions of such admission. As the stat­ 
ute originally stood there was no express lan­ 
guage to indicate a limitation upon the class of 
aliens who might be so admitted; but by "An 
Act to correct errors and supply omissions in the 
Revised Statutes of the United States, ’ passed 
February 18,1875, this provision was amended 
so as to limit the right of naturalization to 
“aliens, being free white persons, and to aliens 
of African nativity and to persons of African 
descent.” 
Under this statute it is held by the Federal 
Courts that persons of the Mongolian race are 
not entitled to be admitted as citizens of the 
United 8tates. (In re. Ah Yup, 5 Saw., 155; In 
re. Look Tin Sing, 21 Fed. Rep., 905.) We have 
no doubt about the correctness of this ruling. 
Then, by Section 24 of the Act of May 18, 1882 
(U. 8. Stats. 1882, p. 61), Courts are expressly for­ 
bidden to issue certificates of naturalization to 
any native of China. 
Under the Constitution of the United States 
Congress alone has the power to determine who 
shall and who shall not be entitled to the priv­ 
ileges of the naturalization laws. 
We are, therefore, of the opinion that the cer­ 
tificate ol naturalization presented in this case 
was issued without authority of law. and is 
void, it being conceded that the holder of it is a 
person of Mongolian nativity. 
Only those who are citizens of the United 
States, or who have bona fide declared their in­ 
tention to become such iu the manner provided 
by law (and we hold that this requires thatthev 
shall be persons entitled to become such, as well 
as to have declared their intention) are entitled 
to be admitted to practice as attorneys ami 
counselors of this Court, on presentation of 
license to practice in the highest Court of a sis­ 
ter State. (C. C. P., Section 279.) Holding as we 
do, that the appellant is not a citizen of the 
United States, and is not entitled under the law 
to become such, the motion must be deuied. 
So ordered.

S hooter G ets O nly a

John Cash, of E lk Grove, was sentenced 
to three m onths' im prisonm ent in the 
County Jail by Superior Judge Armstrong 
yesterday. 
On the evening of the 21st of last No­ 
vember there was a drunken row at the 
Toronto Hotel at Elk Grove, in which Cash, 
Bond and Daniel Conant were the princi­ 
pals.

T he T estim ony A ll I n —A rg u m en t to B e­ 
g in T o-D ay. 
San F rancisco, May 21st.—John J. But 
ler was recalled to the witness stand for 
cross-ezatiiination by the prosecution. 
H e 
testified he keeps a book store on Eighth 
street. 
Took the store on the 25th of last 
October. 
Go: the m eans to fit up the store 
from friends, principally from Mr. Dalton. 
Left the em ploy of Bancroft & Co. because 
they had no more work form e. 
W as re­ 
porter on the Exam iner from January, 1889, 
until April 15th. 
H ave been sick for three 
years and did little work. 
First met Gar- 
ncss in Bancroft's. 
Our departments were 
w holly different. 
Iu 188G Q am es3 told me 
that iny wife owned the property where 
her aunt had died. W e were intim ate from 
that tim e cn. To the best of m y belief I did 
not repeat my conversations with Garness 
until after his death, to m ention his name. 
Did not inform Mr. Arnold of the facts be­ 
cause I did not consider it any of my busi­ 
ness to do so. 
Did not want to have any­ 
thing to do with it. 
Garness said he would 
do it. 
Had reason to think be would do 
so. 
I thought if he could use me he would 
not drop it. 
After our conversation in the 
Palace H otel I told him there were a thou­ 
sand reporters in the city who could do the 
work better than I could. 
H e replied he 
knew that, but they would not divide the 
boodle. 
[Laughter.] 
My wife got me into 
this. 
A week or two after the occurrence I 
met Mr. Pettigrew- and told him the details 
of 
m y 
conversations 
with 
Garness, 
and 
asked 
him 
not 
to 
tell 
any­ 
body. 
Told 
him 
that 
Garness wauled 
m e to go into the schem e. 
There were a 
lot of people around town who knew I was 
acquainted with Garness and tbev would 
pum p me. 
Told som e of them about the 
the matier, but mentioned Arnold’s name 
only. 
Tne first tim e Garness came to me 
was when he asked m e to put that little 
piece in the Chronicle 
I had borrowed 
m oney troui him and he held m v note. 
I 
was informed that the note had been paid. 
I did not pay it. 
Mr. Sullivan told me he 
had paid his note, and Mr. Brown said he 
had paid his. 
I know that Garness was 
very familiar with som e of the reporters of 
the Exam iner. 
W hen we went to that of­ 
fice we remained five or ten m inutes. 
Be­ 
cam e som ewhat suspicious of Garness at 
last. 
Thought he was acting strangely. 
Did not tell any parties on the Examiner or 
Chronicle what part Garness was attempting 
to get m e to play. 
I did not want to be 
m ixed up in the dirty affair. 
Never m et 
Garness alter our conversation in the Pal­ 
ace H otel by appointm ent. 
Every tim e I 
met him after that he promised to drop the 
matter. 
W hen we met in the Palace I 
thought it was his purpose to drop the m at­ 
ter. 
Since May a year ago, I have been 
living by aid ot num erous friends. 
Am at 
presen; 
Deputy Assessor. 
Mr. Sullivan 
prom ised to aid m e in obtaining the ap ­ 
pointm ent. 
Did not give detective Curtin 
a signature purporting to be that of Gar­ 
ness, nor any other ot his writing. 
Only 
one other person except Curtin came to 
m e to ascertain what 1 knew about this 
case, except one, Mrs. Flaherty, sister of 
Garn ess. 
Redirect—She cirue to me som e tim e af­ 
ter the occurrence. She asked me if I was 
under pecuniary obligation to Garness. 
Told her I was informed m y notes had 
been paid. 
She asked me what I thought 
about the case. 
Told her I did not want to 
be pum ped. 
Heard Garness say at the last 
m eeting we had, corner of Geary and Lar­ 
kin streets, that he would have Arnold’s 
wife, his m oney or his life. 
H e asked me 
to take a drink. 
W ent into a saloon, and 
he brought up the subject, and asked me if 
I had given up the Colusa matter. 
I re­ 
plied that I had given him m y final reply, 
as it was a low. mean matter. 
H e then 
said, "I will go it alone, and have his 
m oney, wife or life.’ 
I replied, "You are 
drunk or crazy.” 
Told him that all the 
water in the bay could not wash his hands 
clean. 
H e referred to my wife ns being a 
sole trsder. 
1 told him it was a lie. Knew 
that Cantain Curtin had been employed bv 
the defendant in this case. 
After I had 
talked with Curtin I saw attorney Spencer 
and told him what I have related here. 
Dr. J. W. Keeney, H ealth Officer, called 
—Exam ined Thom as B. Upton at his resi­ 
dence yesterday. 
H e was in bed. having 
had an attack of fever. 
H is condition is 
good, but he is not able to come into Court. 
Mr. Delm as stated that he held in his 
hand a deposi.ion of Thom as B. U ptor, 
taken at his sick bed yesterday, which he 
proposed to read to the jury. 
The prosecution objected to the reading 
o f the deposition, on the ground that the 
witness was not iu a condition to give evi­ 
dence. 
Judge Murphy overruled the objection 
and J. N. E. W ilson then proceeded to read 
the testim ony. 
Noon recess of the Court. 


AFTERNOON SESSION. 
On resum ing the trial of the case this 
afternoon Mr. Delm as announced, "Tne 
defense rests." 
Som e unimportant testi­ 
m ony iu rebutial was then offered, and 
then Mr. Delm as said : 
“ We w ill submit 
the case to the jury w ithout argum ent.” 
The prosecution preferred to argue, and 
the Court thought two hours on each side 
enough time. 
It was finally decided that 
the argument should bf gin at 10 o’clock to­ 
morrow morning, to which tim e the Court 
adjourned.

Section 1 
It is hereby determined by the 
Board of Trastees of the City of Sacramento that 
the public interest demands the improvement 
of the streets of the city ot Sacramento, and 
that to make aud carry out «aid improvement of 
the streets, it will tie necessary to incur an in­ 
debtedness or. the part of the city; that the im­ 
provement of tbe streets will promote aud ad- 
vaucc the interests aud comfort of said city;

will be SlCO.i'OO; that the manner of improving 
said streets shall be designated and described 
in an ordinance calling such special electiou to 
be hereafter published. 

It is lurther considered that the 
cost of the improvement of said streets Is too 
great to be paid out of the ordinary annual rev­ 
enue and tueoruc of the city provided tor such 
purposes. 
Section :t. The Board of Trustees of the citv of 
Sacramento shall, alter the publication of this 
ordinance for at least two weeks in the Daily 
Bee. a newspaper published in the eity of Sac­ 
ramento. cause to be published au ordluanc-e 
nassed in conformity to the provisions of Sec­ 
tion 2 of an Act ol the Legislature of this State, 
entitled au "Act Authorizing the Incurring of 
Indebtedness by Cities, Towns ami Municipal 
Corporal ions, Incorj>orated Under the Laws of 
this State." approved March 19, 1889, calling a 
special election and submitting to the qualified 
electors of the city of .Sacramento the proposi­ 
tion ol incurring the indebtedness for the pur­ 
pose set forth in this ordinance. The said ordi­ 
nance so calling the said special election shall 
be published once a day for ten days in the 
Daily Bee,, a newspaper printed and published 
in the said city of Sacramento, and shall recite 
the purpose for which the said Indebtedness is 
proposed to be incurred, in accordance with the 
provisions of Section 2, of the Act of the Legis­ 
lature of this State, approved March 19, 1889, 
hereinbefore mentioned.

ORDINANCE NO. 27. 
A 
N ORDINANCE FOR THE PROTECTION 
ot wild game in the county of Sacramento, 
California: 
The Board of Supervisors of Sacramento 
county do ordain as follows: 
Section 1. It shall be unlawful between the 
first day of April and the fifteenth day of Sep­ 
tember of each year, iu the county of Sacra­ 
mento, to take, gather, or destroy the eggs of 
any specie of wild duck, or to hunt, kill or de­ 
stroy any specie of wild duck in said county, 
and any person so offending shall be guilty of 
a misdemeanor. 
Section 2. It shall be unlawful between the 
first day of January and the first day of July of 
each year, to hunt, kill or destroy doves in said 
county, aud any person so offending shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor. 
Section 3. Every person who shall have in his 
possession, or shall give away, or expose for 
sale, any specie of wild duck or doves at a time 
when it isuulaw iulto kill the same, as provided 
by this ordinance, shall be guilty oi a misde­ 
meanor. 
Section 4. All ordinances and parts of ordi­ 
nances iu conflict with this ordinance is here­ 
by repealed. 
Section 5. This ordinance shall take effect 
fifteen days after its passage.
